SAMUEL HAS A GOOD 
WORD FOR CAN/ 


Tiondon, Oct: 27. Postmaster 
General Samuel arrived home to- 
night after an absence of nine 
weeks. Giving a graphic account 
Dominion, Mr. 
Samuel said the feature of his trip 
that impressed him most was the 
degree of development in. western 
cities. 

“I had expected to find,’’ he 
said, ‘‘at least, remote towns bear- 
ing the marks of hastily created 
civic communities, with badly paved 
roads, unlighted streets, and ram- 
shackle public buildings. On the 
contrary, although their growth has 
been a matter of very few years, 
they all provided themselves with 
many miles of admirably laid out 
roads, with adequate sewerage, 
water and lighting systems, well 
equipped schools, and really splen- 
did public buildings. 

The best. feature of all is that 
these communities take great pain® 
in planning their towns which, in 
their picturesqueness and utility, 
leave our English cities far behind. 

‘The impression I received of the 
working classes throughout my tour 


is that, on the whole, they are pros-: 


perous.. The sole unemployment 
existed in the west on account of 
the recent financial stringency. 
Those conditions, however, were 
passing away in consequence of a 
very bountiful harvest which has 
done much to restore the financial 
equilibrium.’’ 

Mr. Samuel spoke in the highest 
terms of praise of that admirable 
institution known as the Canadian 
club. Speaking on the question of 
naval defence, he said he was par- 
ticularly struck by the imperial 
sentiment which. prevails with a 
desire fora closer union with the 
mother country. 

“TI feel sure,’’ he uiiied; ““that 
ministers of whatever party may be 
in power, would be well advised 
when opportunities offer to go and 
see these vast new provinces of the 
Empire. The people of Canada are 
full of deep pride in their country 
and of boundless confidence in its 
future. and at the same time ‘they 
are animated in east. and west by 
the warmest sentiments of attach- 
ment to the empire as a whole.’’

Touching the 
wire is the roughened rim of a wheel 
which, when it revolves, sets up vi- 
brations in the wire, The wheel is 
controlled by a motor inside the hull 
of the submarine and the motor, in 
turn, is controled by a Morse Key. 
When the key is pressed the motor 
begins to revolve, the exterior wheel 
sciaping the wire precisely as a bow 
agitates a violin string. The hull of 
the submarine acts as a sounding 
board. The key is used precisely as 
an ordinary Morse key and dots and 
dashes are hummed on the wire as 
the key is released. About eight 
words per minute is the best speed so 
far attained. 

The receiving apparatus is the or- 
dinary telephone receiver. The end 
under water may be connected by in- 
sulated wires to a fort, shore station 
or another vessel. ‘ 

The experiments at Hampton Roads 
showed that the vibrations may be 
heard clearly at a distance of five 
miles. Naval officers believe that the 
device can be perfected so that the 
range of the mechanism may be grent- 
ly extended.

Water In the Farmer's House 

One of the features of life on the 
farm most dreaded by visitors from 
the city is the traditional absence of 
a@ convenient and ample water supply 
and of the privilege of the real bath. 

There was a time when it was 
thought impossiblé to supply these 
conveniences. But as the comforts 
of civilization have spread and sani- 
tary engineers have given their at- 
tention to the subject, it has been 
found entirely practicable, and not 
excessively expensive, to instal in the 
farm homes almost identically the 
same appliances as are now found in 
the homes of the city. 

The most popular type of country 
water supply is the air pressure sys- 
tem. “t is quite simple, consisting 
of a especially constructed steel air- 
tight tank, the size most commonly 
used being about thirty inches in dia- 
meter by eight feet in length; a force 
pump either hand or power propelled 
and an air pump for furnishing the 
pressure, and the necessary pipe con- 
nections with the source of water sup- 
ply—either well, spring, cistern, lake
